Luther's Hymn in Norway 

When Paul, the prisoner, was facing 
martyrdom, he wrote, “But the word of 
God is not bound” (2 Tim. 2:9). The 
truth of these words is being seen re- 
peatedly throughout the world today. 


The Lutheran pastors of Norway are en- 
gaged in a conflict with the Nazi regime 
which Raymond Gram Swing in a re- 
cent broadcast (March 29) described as 
“one of the great battles of the war.” 
He told of the protest of seven bishops 
against a decree drafting every Nor- 
wegian boy and girl from ten to eight- 
een years into the Nazi youth organiza- 
tion. As a result, the Bishop of Oslo 
was summoned before Major Quisling 
himself, who became so incensed that 
he shouted at the Bishop, “You triple 
traitor, you deserve to have your head 
chopped off!” The Bishop replied 
quietly, “Well, here I am.” On February 
1 the Nazis tried to prevent the Bishop 
of Trondheim from holding an after- 
noon service in his Cathedral. Mr. 
Swing quotes an eyewitness who thus 


describes the scene: “A large crowd 


gathered for the late service. It was 
not an unruly mob, but consisted 
of thousands of Christians. We stood 


outside the Cathedral, prevented by the 
police from entering God’s house. We 
were freezing, but we would not leave 
the place. We had to find expression 
for what we felt. We were silent. Then 
I heard a voice start Luther’s old hymn, 
‘A Mighty Fortress is Our God.’ We all 
sang as we stood facing the police, and 
the old song sounded mightier than I 
had ever heard it. When the Bishop 
came out of the church he asked us to 
leave without incident, and we did so.” 
Here is a challenge to those of us who 
have not yet had to face such opposi- 
tion, and a call to prayer for those who, 
by the Spirit of God, are resisting pagan 
powers.

Do the Jews Tithe? 


Recently in an adult Sunday school class 
the question arose regarding the habits 
of modern Jews as to giving. One mem- 
ber professed to have information that 
modern Jews are expected to give fifteen 
per cent of net income, ten per cent of 
expected income being paid on the New 
Year, the other five per cent toward the 
Close of the Jewish year, making adjust- 
ment for any error in calculation of prob- 
able income. 

The question seemed to me of probable 
interest to many of your readers, and 
to deserve a more comprehensive and 
authoritative answer than I could obtain 
by inquiry of a few Jewish friends, chiefly 
liberal. 

The history of Jewish habits of giving 
would have some bearing on the interpre- 
tation of the Old Testament standard of 
tithes and offerings. And if the modern 
Jew is doing better in this matter than 
we are, maybe we shall wish to change 
our habits. Not merely by way of emula- 
tion, but through a new sense of what 
our Lord Jesus Christ means to us. 

Thanking you for your courtesy in the 
matter, and with sincere appreciation of 
the balance and wholesomeness of the 
spiritual message of THE Sunpay ScHoo. 
Times, I am faithfully yours,—An Illinois 
pastor. 

This question was submitted to Mr. J. 
Hoffman Cohn, General Secretary of 
the American Board of Missions to the 
Jews, who replied as follows: 

“Generally speaking, the Jews do not 
now practice tithing. Your correspon- 


dent’s information as to 10 per cent and: 





15 per cent is without foundation. Ac- 
cording to the rabbis, tithing cannot 
apply so long as Israel is out of the 
Promised Land. There are no priests, 
no sacrifices, no Levites; to whom shall 
they.pay tithes? 

“But the Jew is taught continually 
that he must buy his way to Heaven 
by means of good works. The rabbis 
have emphasized that charity is an act 
of duty incumbent upon men of means 
to provide for those in want. The stand- 
ard of giving is as laid down in Deuter- 
onomy 16:17. Thus it is that the Jews 
are. the most generous supporters of 
charities, hospitals, orphan asylums, etc. 

“The Jews have no technical word to 
correspond to our expression, ‘benevo- 
lence.’ They use the Hebrew word, Tze- 
dakah, which means, ‘righteousness,’ by 
which they mean that when a Jew gives 
to benevolences, he is actually buying 
for himself righteousness. Being igno- 
rant of God’s righteousness in the Lord 
Jesus Christ, they fall into the error 
described by Paul in Romans 10:3, ‘For 
they being ignorant of God’s righteous- 
ness, and going about to establish their 
own righteousness, have not submitted 
themselves unto the righteousness of 
God.’

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The Modern Bible Conference Movement 


How these gatherings for the deepening of the spiritual life have 
grown and been blessed of God during the past 50 years 


By W. L. Pettingill, D.D. 


“J 














UCH is heard these days of Bible 
M conferences, which seem _ to 

abound almost everywhere. Fifty 
years ago it was not so. Aside from 
Mr. Moody’s annual Bible conference at 
East Northfield, Massachusetts, and the 
annual Bible conference at Niagara-on- 
the-Lake, Ontario, such meetings were 
practically unknown. Northfield was 
premillennial and fundamental, and so 
was Niagara, with such leaders as James 
H. Brookes, A. T. Pierson, @. I. Scofield, 
W. J. Erdman, Elmore Harris, James M. 
Stifler, George C. Needham, and cthers 
of like mind. In those early days all 
the Niagara teachers were premillennial 
in their teaching, and all agreed that the 
Rapture, that is, the catching up of the 
saved to meet the Lord in the air, de- 
scribed in 1 Thessalonians 4:13-18, was 
always imminent and might transpire at 
any moment; but later, largely through 
the influence of Nathaniel West, some of 
these teachers turned to the post-tribu- 
lation position, holding that the Rapture 
could not take place until after the Great 
Tribulation, and that the Church must 
therefore pass through that time of in- 
describable affliction before being caught 
away to meet her Lord. From the time 
that this later teaching was introduced, 
the Niagara Bible Conference began to 
wane, and finally passed out of the pic- 
ture. 


The Y. M. C. A.’s Early Part 


Meanwhile the Young Men’s Christian 
Associations, then greatly used in saving 
souls throughout the country, began to 
sponsor Bible conferences. This was 
especially true in Pennsylvania. For 
many years the State Convention con- 
ducted annual Bible conferences at 
Eaglesmere, Mount Gretna, and on Blue 
Hill, just across the Susquehanna River 
from Sunbury; and the local Associations 
throughout the State sponsored district 
Bible conferences. A special feature of 
this work was that carried on among 
the railroad men by such teachers as 
James H. McConkey, N. H. Stine, and 
others. In those days Charles L, Huston 
was president of the State Convention, 
and ‘Charles E; Hurlburt and S. M. Bard 
were State secretaries. 

Then came the monthly Bible confer- 
ences, again particularly in Pennsyl- 
vania, The beginning was like this: 

From 1895 to 1899 John R. Riebe, now 
a member of the Moody Bible Institute 
Faculty, was General Secretary of the 
Young Men’s: Christian Association of 
Scotidale, Pa. He was then, as he is now, 
an, enthusiastic premillennialist and a 


Dr. Pettingill has had an unusual 
opportunity to observe the growth of 
Christian conferences in our coun- 
try, since he has personally taken 
part in many of them during the last 
fifty years and has been in close 
touch with many of the organizations 
that have stood for the fundamentals 
of the faith. He is recognized as one 
of our leading Bible teachers, and his 
many books on the Scriptures have- 
been of untold blessing to multi- 
tudes. Many of the leaders who 
stood with Dr. Pettingill in former 
Bible conferences have gone to be 
with the Lord, and there are not 
many men living today who could 
have written this interesting, de- 
tailed sketch of this great movement 
which has been one of the bulwarks 
of the faith in our land. 

Dr. Pettingill is at present broad- 
casting on the “Hour of Morning 
Worship Broadcast,” Waterloo, Iowa, 
which has programs every weekday 
at 6.30 a. m. and on Sundays at 7.30 
a. m. (Central Time) over a chain of 
stations reaching into Iowa, Kansas, 
Missouri, Michigan, North Dakota, 
South Dakota, Wisconsin, and 
Minnesota. 








teacher of salvation by grace through 
faith plus nothing. Some of the Scott- 
dale pastors did not like this line of 
teaching, and they brought pressure 
against him. He resigned at Scottdale 
and went to Lebanon, and while he was 
in charge of the Association there, hold- 
ing forth the same doctrines as at Scott- 
dale, some of the Lebanon preachers 
followed the example of their Scottdale 
brethren and brought similar pressure 
against him in Lebanon. Mr. Riebe 
finally went to Africa as a missionary 
of the Africa Inland Mission, remaining 
there until obliged to return for his 
health’s sake. 

Among the men taught of God in Leb- 
anon through Mr. Riebe’s ministry was a 
shoe merchant named William G. Hean. 
Mr. Hean went from Lebanon to Altoona, 
and while there he started the Altoona 
Bible Conference, which is still func- 
tioning after more than thirty years. 
Then Mr. Hean went to the State capi- 
tal, where he organized the Harrisburg 
Monthly Bible Conference, which later 
developed into the Harrisburg Bible 
Conference Circuit, which is still at 
work.. A teacher is engaged for ten 
days each month, and he teaches three 





days each in Harrisburg and Lebanon, 
and two days each in Reading and Allen- 
town. Mr. Hean recently went into his 
Lord’s presence in a ripe old age. 

The monthly Bible conference idea has 
now spread throughout the State,- and 
indeed throughout the nation, and there 
are such conferences in hundreds of 
places each month during the year. 

Also, out of this movement, directly 
and indirectly, has come the establish- 
ment of many Bible schools, such as the 
Altoona School of the Bible, the Lan- 
caster School of the Bible, the Harris- 
burg School of the Bible, the York 
School of the Bible, and many others. 

The annual Bible conferences have also 
multiplied, including Montrose, Erieside, 
Lakemont, and many others. 


The Need for Bible Teaching 


About the year 1910 or 1911 three of 
us—Dr. C. I. Scofield, Mr. Charles L. 
Huston, and myself—had it laid upon 
our hearts to pray for a Bible training 
school on the Atlantic seaboard, prefer- 
ably in Philadelphia; and we met for 
prayer one day in the Hotel DuPont in 
Wilmington, Del. The prayer was soon 
answered, and this is how the answer 
came: 

In the month of February, 1913, I re- 
ceived an invitation from Dr. Frank W. 
Lange to meet him in his office. He was 
then General Secretary of the Philadel- 
phia County Sabbath School Association. 
He believed that God was leading him 
to try to bring to the 21;000- Protestant 
Sunday school officers and teachers in 
Philadelphia some help in the line of 
intelligent Bible teaching. Said he: 
“Can’t we have a Bible conference here 
in Philadelphia? Let us get three or four 
teachers to come here for three or four 
days with their testimony. I don’t want 
to select the teachers or arrange the pro- 
gram. What I want to do is to use thé 
machinery of this office for publicity, 
and I believe my board will agree to 
this.” 

We called a group of leading Christians 
together in Dr. Lange’s office for prayer. 
The Philadelphia Bible Conference Asso- 
ciation was organized. Dr. Lange sug- 
gested that “preliminary conferences” be 
held throughout the summer at as many 
points in the city as possible, to make 
ready for the big meeting in October. 
The plan worked so well that when Oc- 
tober came we had fifteen of the best 
teachers from all over the continent, 
and all of them worked each night, 
speaking in fifteen or more meetings, 
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and the conference lasted two full weeks, 
extending over three Sundays, during 
which period over two hundred meet- 
ings were held, including daytime meet- 
ings in the business section. 

A similar conference followed in 1914, 
out of which grew the Philadelphia 
School of the Bible, with Dr. Scofield 
as president, Dr. Lange as general secre- 
tary, Mr. John Scott as treasurer, and 
the writer as dean. During the previous 
year (1913) another group, headed by 
W. W. Rugh, had founded the National 
Bible Institute (Philadelphia branch), 
now known as the Bible Institute of 
Pennsylvania. Since that time there have 
\been various attempts to unite the two 
‘schools, but without success. 

The great Prophetic Bible Conference 
of 1918, overflowing the Academy of 
Music and several other auditoriums all 
at once, lasting for three days, resulted 
from the Advent Testimony and Prep- 
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aration Movement of Great Britain. 
World War I was still in progress, and 
the British brethren, led by F. W. Pitt 
and others, stirred us up over here, and 
the Prophetic Conference was arranged. 
The organization and direction of that 
conference was the work of J. Davis 
Adams, now the head of the Philadelphia 
School of the Bible, and it was a fine 
piece of work. 

This conference was followed by an- 
other in 1919, when the Wor!d’s Chris- 
tian Fundamentals Association was 
formed, under the leadership of Dr. W. 
B. Riley, and this organization is still at 
work, led by Dr. Paul Rood as president. 

We have much reason to thank God 
for this Bible conference movement, 
which, quite obviously, He has raised up 
in a time of apostasy “that the truth of 
the Gospel might continue with” us 
(Gal. 2:5).

Victory Prayer Bands 
By Paul W. Rood, D.D. 


HILE I was engaged in a campaign 

in the Presbyterian Church of 
Coatesville, Pa., Mrs. Charles L. Huston 
told me about a group of mothers who 
met once a week during World War I 
to pray for their sons who were in the 
service. They claimed Matthew 18:19, 
and prayed in faith, Every young man 
represented in this praying group re- 
turned unharmed. 

This story was broadcast over a chain 
of five broadcasting stations during a 
radio revival in February. It aroused 
interest and enthusiasm. The letters 
from mothers were so stirring that a 
ree! challenge came to the writer. One 
night: while I was exercised in spirit 
and engaged in prayer about the situa- 
tion, the Lord made it clear that a book-

let should be prepared which could be 
distributed among service men. This 
booklet should explain the plan of sal- 
vation and also contain helpful sugges- 
tions to Christians. It should be so at- 
tractive and practical that a man in the 
service would be glad to receive it and 
carry it with him and use it. 

One day the Rev. Carl C. Harwood 
came a distance of a hundred miles for 
a conference. We spent hours in con- 
sultation and prayer. We were both 
deeply exercised and had a burden on 
our hearts that we felt the Lord had 
given us. Out of'these and subsequent 
hours of prayer and conferences was 
born the “V” Prayer Meeting project. 
The plan in short is for relatives to meet 
once a week to pray for their loved‘ones 
who are in the service. The meeting 
can be held in a home or a church, and 
can be carried on by two persons or by 
a hundred. Each group will claim Mat- 
thew 18:19, and pray for three things: 
(1) For the salvation of the service men 
represented. (2) For the physical pres- 
ervation of each one on the list. (3) 
For a nation-wide revival. 


I’ve just finished reading the histori- 
cal books of the Old Testament, and am 
impressed with the fact that when Is- 
rael backslid she was defeated in war, 
and when she turned to God in repent- 
ance she was victorious on the battle- 
field. The quickest way, and probably 
the only way, to win this war is to get 
right with God. A nation-wide revival 
characterized by days and nights of be- 
lieving prayer and genuine national re- 
pentance would bring victory to our 
cause in thirty days. This is one of the 
important reasons why we emphasize 
prayer for a spiritual awakening in 
America. 

The Victory Prayer Band project is 
being received with enthusiasm, and 
promises to sweep the nation. Wherever 
the project is presented, a Victory 
Prayer Meeting is born. Four were es- 
tablished in one city during a Bible 
conference; one in the Y.W.C.A., one in 
the Union Mission, one by the W.C.T.U., 
and one in a private home. 

The plan is so simple, practical, and 
pertinent that there should be no diffi- 
culty in establishing ten thousand such 
prayer bands in a few weeks. Anyone 
with a burden’of responsibility can start 
the prayer band. It would make for 
unity and also enable us to know the 
number of such groups meeting regu- 
larly if each group would write! and 
give us the name of the leader. If there 
are several Prayer Bands in one city 
they can be numbered so that the first 
one started would be called “V” Prayer 
Band I, and the. others numbered ac- 
cordingly.

A Christian Mother's Parting 
Message 


ING LEMUEL’S words concerning 

a virtuous woman may well be 
spoken of a twentieth century “mother 
in Israel,” who, at the age of eighty-six, 
went to be with her Lord on March 6, 
1942: 

“Strength and honour are her cloth- 
ing; and she shall rejoice in time to 
come. She openeth her mouth with 
wisdom; and in her tongue is the law of 
kindness. She looketh well to the ways 
of her household, and eateth not the 
bread of idleness. Her children arise 
up, and call her blessed” (Prov. 31:25- 
28). 

She was Mrs. Margaret Ollie Goodner, 
the mother of Mrs. Stewart P. Mac- 
Lennan of Hollywood, Calif., and for 
many years club secretary of several 
large Sunpay Scuoot T1iMEs clubs, which 
are still continued by another daughter, 
Mrs. W. E. Rogers, of Hollywood, with 
whom Mrs. Goodner made her home. 

Left alone, years ago, with a family of 
several children, through the death of 
her husband, Dr. W. S. Goodner, Mrs. 
Goodner claimed as her verse Romans 
8:28 and went on bravely to rear her 
family in the nurture and admonition 
of the Lord, going out daily as a busi- 
nesswoman for a number of years. She 
saw to it that secular music and secular 
reading had no place in her home on 
the Lord’s Day. An accomplished musi- 
cian, she gathered her children about 
her at the organ, and later at the piano, 
each Sunday afternoon for a family sing. 

Later years, spent in the loving care 
of the children she had brought to man- 
hood and womanhood, showed no less- 
ening of her Christian zeal and activity. 
From 1909 until about a year ago, she 
taught a women’s Bible class in the 
First Presbyterian Church of Hollywood. 
As late as 1940 and 1941 she memorized 
twenty-six complete Psalms, as well as 
many beautiful Christian poems. 

Some years ago Mrs. Goodner pre- 
pared a letter, and requested that it 
be opened and read by her children 
after she had departed to be with her 
Lord. It breathes a Christian mother’s 
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love for those left behind who sorrow, 
but not as “others which have no hope.” 
The letter reads: 


To my dear children: 


Full well do I know, dear ones, how 
sad your hearts will be, when you come 
to realize that your Mama is no more to 
greet or caress you in this life. But I 
beg of you not to suffer your hearts to 
be saddened, for she whom you love and 
have cherished most fondly as mother 
will have passed on to be with our dear 
risen Lord and Saviour, where there is 
no sorrow or tears, and where farewells 
are never spoken, and she will be watch- 
ing and waiting lovingly for each dear 
face, for I expect to see you all in that 
Heavenly Home. 

So, just be happy in the thought that 
she is Home at last, after the storms of 
life’ and its tempests of many winters. 
I have been very happy with my dear 
children as my companions and chums, 
who have been my partners in sorrow 
as well as in joy. We have come a long 
way together on life’s journey, for 
which I devotedly thank our Heavenly 
Father, who has been so loving and 
gracious to us all. Perhaps, dear ones, 
I have sometimes failed in my efforts 
to do just the things I should, but I am 
sure our dear Lord has taken up my un- 
finished tasks, which were too hard for 
my weak hands, so the web was not 
spoiled but made complete in Him. 

So I go most willingly and gladly 
when my Master calls me, my only re- 
gret being that your hearts are made 
sad, and also that I can no longer help 
to lift the burdens of life that offen are 
too heavy for my dear ones. Butt cast 
your cares on Him, who is able and 


‘willing to bear them. Let Him have the 


joy of knowing that you are leaning 
heavily on Him. The time will be short 
indeed that we will be separated, and 
soon, — very soon,—we will all be re- 
united on the other shore, one unbroken 
family, worshiping our glorious Saviour 
who hath washed our robes and made 
them white in His precious blood. 

That He may continue to guide and 
keep you is my earnest prayer. Be 
faithful and true to His Word, which 
will be a light to your pathway. Of this 
world’s goods I have little, as you know. 
But I leave you the legacy of my love, 
and we shall have crowns which could 
not be purchased with earth’s jewels. 

So now I commit my dear children 
and grandchildren to Him, “who only 
hath immortality, dwelling in the light 
which no man can approach unto.” 

Life is full of broken measures, 
Objects unattained, 
Sorrows intertwined with pleasures, 


Losses of our costliest treasures, 
E’er the heights be gained.

The Lesson as a Whole 


By H. A. Ironside, Litt.D.

Approach to the Lesson 


HE institution of the Lord’s Supper 
followed immediately after the 
Passover, which Jesus participated 

in with His disciples. It was the last 
Passover feast that God ever recognized, 
for He who sat that night at the head 
of the table was Himself to die as the 
true Paschal Lamb on the following day. 
The Lord’s Supper was destined to 
be the characteristic feast of the new 
dispensation. It is primarily a memo- 
rial of Christ. In its observance we 
remember Him personally, and we show 
His death till He come (1 Cor. 11:26). 
It is not, properly speaking, a sacrifice, 
but a reminder of the one sacrifice of- 
fered on the cross, which has settled the 
sin question to the divine satisfaction. 
But the sacrifice of praise is intimately 
connected with it (Heb. 13:15). The 
early Christians often referred to it as 
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the Eucharist, from a Greek word mean- 
ing thanksgiving (Phil. 4:6), because as 
they thus remembered the Lord in the 
breaking of bread their hearts went out 
to Him in thanksgiving and praise. To 
speak of “the real presence” in the, ele- 
ments of bread and wine (the fruit 
of the vine) is to deny this character 
of a remembrance. We would not need 
to remember Him if He were corpore- 
ally present. By the Spirit He is always 
present when two or three are gathered 
in His name for this purpose or any 
other (Matt. 18:20), but actually, in His 
physical body, - is at God’s right hand 
in Heaven. e term “sacrament,” 
sometimes used to designate this feast 
of love, comes from the Roman. sacra- 
mentum, used for a soldier’s renewal of 
the oath of allegiance to his country and 
emperor. As they remember the Lord 
Jesus, Christians renew their vows of 
fidelity to Him. 


The Historical Setting 


There has been much -controversy as 
to when the Lord’s Supper was insti- 


tuted. Some maintain it was on what 
we would call Tuesday night and that 
the crucifixion was on Wednesday. 


, Others insist the supper was held on 


Wednesday night and that Christ died 
on Thursday. The traditional view is 
that He observed the Passover and in- 
stituted the Lord’s Supper on our Thurs- 
day night (the beginning of the Jewish 
Friday), as their day was from sunset 
to sunset, and that He died “between the 
evenings” of Friday (Exod. 12:6, mar- 
ginal reading). Discussions of this 
nature do not seem profitable. Some 
day all will be made clear. : 
Verse by Verse 


Luke 22:14—“When the hour was 
come.” Evidently a special time had been 
set by the Lord. At that hour He and 
His apostles sat down to eat the Pass- 
over Supper. 

Verse 15.—“‘With desire I have desired 
to eat this passover with you before I 
suffer.” He alone knew the true sig- 
nificance of that paschal feast. He un- 
derstood that it typified Himself as the 
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Lamb of God about to be slain, yet He 
fervently desired to partake of the typi- 
cal feast before He consummated or 
fulfilled it on the morrow, when He was 
to be sacrificed for us (1 Cor. 5:7). 


Verse 16.—“Until it be fulfilled in the 
kingdom of God.” He looked on to 
the- time when the full result of the 
work of the cross will be manifested. 
Then He would rejoice with them as 
they entered into the gladness of that 
unending feast. 


Verse 17.—‘He took the cup.” This 
was the cup that closed the Passover 
Supper. He blessed the container which 
was to be passed around and divided 
among the disciples. I judge the mean- 
ing to be that they poured from it into 
their individual drinking vessels. 


Verse 18—“The fruit of the vine.” 
This is the only indication of the con- 
tents of the cup. Many mistakenly in- 
sist that He definitely called it wine, 
and so understand only fermented wine 
is’ permissible: But this is not true. 
The fruit of the vine covers the pure 
juice of the grape as well as that which 
had become fermented. In many Jew- 
ish homes the Passover wine was made 
from stewed raisins when it was cele- 
brated too early in the year to obtain 
fresh grapes. 

Verse 19.—‘He took bread, and gave 
thanks.” This is the beginning of the 
Lord’s Supper, the feast of the new dis- 
pensation. The bread, He declares, sets 
forth His own precious body, given up 
to,death for us. He sat at the table 
in His body and held the bread in His 
hand. This precludes all suggestion of 
transubstantiation of the elements into 
His flesh. The bread is eaten “in re- 
membrance” of Him, which would be 
impossible if it were changed into His 
substance. 


Verse 20.—‘This cup is the new tes- 
tament in my blood.” That is, the con- 
tents of the cup set forth, or symbolized, 
the blood of Christ, the seal of the New 
Covenant. Covenant and testament are 
translations of the same Greek word. 
The New Covenant of pure grace is based 
upon the blood shed upon the cross. 


Verse 21.—“The hand of him that be- 
trayeth me-is with me on the table.” 
It would seem, by comparing John 13: 
21-30 and Mark 14:17-21 with this pas- 
sage, that these words were uttered be- 
tween the celebration of the Passover 
and the institution of the Lord’s Supper. 
Judas, apparently, went out ere the lat- 
ter began. But they are placed here in 
order to warn us of the danger of be- 
ing unreal and even traitors to Christ, 
though participating in the Communion 
service. 


Verse 22—“As it was determined.” 
All had been foreseen by God. Nothing 
took the Lord Jesus by surprise. Even 
in the treachery of Judas the Scripture 
was to be fulfilled (Psa. 41:9).

Verse 23.—“They began to enquire... 
which of them it was.” The eleven 
faithful friends of Jesus were shocked 
to think that one of the apostolic band 
was to turn traitor. Judas brazenly 
asked with the others, “Master, is it I?” 
(Matt. 26:25.) His conscience was hard- 
ened and he sought, by appearing to be 
innocent, to hide the true state of affairs. 


Verse 24.—“A strife... which of them 
should be... greatest.” It seems almost 
unbelievable that at such a time the 
disciples should be concerned about pre- 
eminence and self-seeking, but such is 
the corruption of the human heart, even 
in the case of one who really loves the 
Lord, that it cannot be trusted. While 
He spoke of His approaching death they 
were thinking of power and position in 
the Kingdom, which they hoped was 
soon to be manifested visibly. 

Verse 25—“The Kings of the Gentiles 
exercise lordship.” Earthly rulers glory 
in their ability to subject others to 
their wills, and are hailed by their sub- 
jects as benefactors if they are able so 
to exercise their power as to keep their 
realms in peace; but this is not the kind 
of power the servants of Christ are to 
manifest. 

Verse 26.—“He that is chief, as he that 
doth serve.” In the spiritual sphere the 
greatest is the one who is willing to be 
accounted the least. The acceptable 
leader is the humble servant who is 
concerned more about ministering. to 
the needs of others than seeking glory 
for himself. 

Verse 27.—“I am among you as he that 
serveth.” Jesus ever took the lowly 
place. He found His delight in obedi- 
ence to His Father’s will, which involved 
taking the lowest place on earth that 
others might be exalted. 

Verse 28.—“Continued with me in my 
temptations.” Jesus valued the love and 
devotedness of His disciples, who had 
accompanied Him in His journeys as 
He went about preaching the Gospel of 
the Kingdom and who had, in measure 
at least, shared in the shame of His 
rejection. 

Verse 29.—“I appoint unto you a king- 
dom.” When He reigns as King, sitting 
on the throne of David, as predicted by 
the prophets, those who have been as- 
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sociated with Him in His sufferings will 
share His glory (Rev. 2:26, 27; 3:21). 

Verse 30.—“Sit on thrones judging the 
twelve tribes of Israel.” The twelve 
apostles are to have a special place in 
connection with restored Israel when 
the King reigns on Mount Zion. 


The Heart of the Lesson 

Many are the precious lessons asso- 
ciated with the remembrance of the 
Lord Jesus in His death, as we sit at 
the table of the Lord. We recall Him 
to’'mind in His lowliness, His gracious 
service, and His sacrificial death. We 
think of His love for us even unto the 
shedding of His precious blood te put 
away our sins. In view of all this, how 
contrite should, our spirits be! Surely 
there is no place for self-seeking in the 
light of the cross and all that transpired 
there. We look on, too, in faith to His 
return for His saints and to take His 
great power and reign. It is to be ob- 
served “till he come.”

Special Lesson Topics and Truths 


It is a great mistake to think of the 
Lord’s Supper as a means of salvation. 
On the contrary, it is after we are saved 
that we are invited by our Lord to 
sit at His table and remember Him. 
Ordinances, no matter how precious 
they may be in their place, should never 
be added to the finished work of Christ 
as a ground of confidence. It is that 
work alone that saves. 

Should we not learn from the ex- 
pression “when the hour was come,” and 
always be on time when we gather to- 
gether for worship or testimony? Strag- 
glers coming in after a meeting has 
begun are often a hindrance to concen- 
tration of heart upon Christ Himself. It 
is strange that people who would never 
think of being late for business on a 
weekday should be so careless about 
attending the services of the church of 
God at the announced time. Such be- 
havior savors of gross irreverence and 
a failure to appreciate the presence of 
Christ among His own (Matt. 18:20).

The “Flu” at Rock Run.—When the 
hour was come, he sat down, and the 
twelve apostles with him (Luke 22:14). 
One humble young peagant from Galilee, 
with a little company of plain, unknown 
workingmen, had a large group of the 
influential people of the nation, with 
lawyers and judges, bent on the destruc- 
tion of the “dangerous crank.” Like a 
hunted animal in the midst of a pack of 
hounds. That is the picture. But their 
thirst for the blood was foiled. His hour 
was not come. 

During the great “flu” epidemic of 
some years ago, hundreds were stricken. 
Coatesville was no exception to other 
towns, and Rock Run was hit hard. I 
had to be doctor, nurse, and minister be- 
cause there were not enough of these 
to go around. ‘ 

I was on my way one day to conduct 
a funeral in Rock Run when I met one 
of the town’s ministers. “You are just 
the fellow I am looking Tor. Come and 
conduct the present funeral for me.” He 
got into the car. 

I stopped at a home where a mother 
and four children were down with the 
“flu.” I took them in a crock of soup. 

“Aren’t you afraid to go into such 
places?” said the minister. “I would be 
scared stiff.” 

“Parson,” I replied, “you don’t have 
the right kind of religion. We Calvinists 
think we will not die until our time 
comes. You had better come and join 
my church,” I laughed at him. 

“Ridgway, if you don’t behave your- 
self, I won’t help you out with this 
funeral.” 

When my friend the minister con- 
ducted the funeral he tied sort of a gauze 
apron over his mouth. I asked him what 
that was for. “To keep out the germs,” 
he replied. 

“Well,” I said, “what’s to prevent the 
germs from coming around and in the 
back way?” 


Judas and Peter—The hand of him 
that betrayeth me (v. 21). Every now 
and then there comes someone who un- 
dertakes the defense of Judas. They 
say he wanted to crown our Lord into 
a world Kingship, where he, Judas, 
would be the Finance Minister. But all 
these apologists forget what Jesus called 
him — “son of perdition.” 

“Perdition” — utter loss of the soul. 
That is to say, our Lord seems to have 
had no apology for Judas. In effect, He! 
calls him the “Son of Hell” (John 17:12). 
_ It is interesting to note that at the 
Last Supper in the upper room, with 
the “Chosen Twelve,” there were two 
great failures. One was Judas, and the 
other was Peter. Both of these failed 
the Master. One betrayed Him for the 
money that was in it, and the other 
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denied Him for the hysteria that took 
hold of him. 

If I were a preacher, I think I would 
like to contrast these two types of sin- 
ners: Judas, the one who deliberately 
jumps in for crooked gain, and Peter, the 
one who stubs his toe and falls in from 
fear and panic. Fortunately, the Judas 
type is not a plentiful one. Many a man 
has been betrayed since Brutus struck 
Cesar—‘“et tu Brute.” “Then die, 
Cesar.” Remember how we used to 
speak the piece Friday afternoons in the 
little red schoolhouse? 


I am having some trouble with my 
eyes, ears, and teeth. The doctor puts 
on his blood-pressure and heart-action 
machine and has my blood tested for 
sugar, and other examinations, and says, 
“Organically, you are all right.” Peter 
was organically all right, as the event 
proved. Judas had all the qualities that 
made him the “Son of Hell.” 


There, Mr. Preacher, is your lead! 


The Stickers.—Ye are they which have 
continued with me (v. 28). How pleased 
the Lord was that these eleven disciples 
“stuck”! 


For years and years I have called at- 
tention to the fact that Heaven likes 
a quitter no more than earth. If an in- 
vestigation were made of the careers of 
successful men it would be: found that 
beginning away down they never quit. 
They “continued with me” until the end. 

“He went with the company umpty 
five years ago as an office boy” is a 
statement so often made of a successful 
man that it has almost become trite and 
commonplace. As I write this note, al- 
most every important officer in the 
Coatesville enterprises came up that way 
—the presidents of the two banks and 
the high officials in the steel industries. 


Eugene Grace, President of Bethlehem 
Steel Company, began at the bottom in 
the Bethlehem plant, and at one time 
was at the iron ore mines of Cuba, The 
same is true with almost all the great 
corporations. 


Our newspapers give much space to 
sports, and yet thousands of young men 
seem to fail to note that in the races the 
victory is won on the home stretch. 

Here is a jingle that I like: 

It’s the coward who quits to misfortunes, 

It’s the babe who whines all the day, 

It’s the fool who wins half the battle 

Then throws all his chances away. 
The time to succeed is when others, 
Discouraged, show traces of tire.

Beginning: “‘This is my body.” 

Discussion: The marvelous organisms of 
the human body. The mind, and the 
other faculties, which enable a fellow to 
go about his day. 


Objective: 1 Corinthians 9:27; Romans 
13:1, 2. 
AY, fellows, on that Thursday night 
when our Lord, sitting at the table 
with His disciples, took a piece of bread 
and, breaking it with His fingers, said, 
“This is my body,” He was showing with 
the bread exactly what He would do 
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with His own body on the cross. It was 
not a case of being compelled by the 
Roman soldiers who nailed His hands 
to the crosspiece, nor was it because God 
the Father required it of Him; it was His 
own voluntary act. “Therefore doth my 
Father love me, because I lay down my 
life, that I might take it again. No man 
taketh it from me, but I lay it down of 
myself... . And I have power to take 
it again. This commandment have I re- 
ceived of my Father” (John 10:17, 18). 
Always remember that the Lord Jesus 
yielded up His precious body through 
that terrific night in Gethsemane and 
through the death agony of the cross on 
Calvary for you and me. He gave His 
body. When one gives his body to any- 
one or any cause his whole heart and 
soul must go with it. Indeed, one will 
not give his body until he has first made 
complete and unconditional surrender in 
his heart and mind. He gave His body. 
“This is my body, ... broken for you.” 

It would seem that when we fully re- 
alize this tremendous fact, nothing could 
keep us from yielding up cur bodies to 
Him. And it would be a clean body, 
not one soiled by the lust of self-indul- 
gence. It would seem that we would 
take a special satisfaction in bringing to 
Him for service a body at its very best. 
True, we may have mistreated it before 
we fully realized we were holding it in 
trust for Him; but since we have ac- 
cepted Him as Lord and Saviour, and 
have thrown ourselves upon the cleans- 
ing power of His atoning sacrifice; 
since our bodies have thereby be- 
come the dwelling place of the Holy 
Spirit, by the power of the Spirit we 
will keep the temple clean for His high- 
est service. 


A sixteen-year-old boy had a thrill of 
a lifetime. His uncle, living fifty miles 
distant, called on the long-distance tele- 
phone to say that he had bought a new 
car from dealers in the city where the 
boy lived, and knowing he was careful 
and trustworthy, would he be good 
enough to bring the car to him. (Of 
course the dealer would have delivered 
the car fifty miles away, but the uncle 
was going out of his way to do the boy 
a favor.) Certainly he would, and most 
happy to do it! Really, that boy would 
have submitted to almost any sacrifice 
for the privilege of driving that beauti- 
ful car fifty miles all by himself. And 
it was a beauty; a high-priced car, with 
shining chromium front, and every mod- 
ern gadget. Do you doubt for a moment 
that he tried to do everything possible 
to deliver the car to his uncle without 
a scratch? Do you think he could have 
been successfully tempted by his school- 
mates, or anybody else, to take a side 
trip into muddy byways, or through the 
bushes to a fish pond, with the possi- 
bility of scratching the polished fenders? 
Can’t you appreciate the satisfaction he 
coveted in driving that valuable piece 
of property right up to his uncle’s garage, 
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and to say, “Here she is, Uncle Jim, 
just as she came out of the salesroom !” 
No beautiful, high-priced modern car, 
with all its marvelous appointments, will 
compare with that superb creation, your 
body. Its wonderful collection of or- 
ganisms, all made and assembled and 
correlated by Almighty God, capable of 
thought, of initiative, of ingenuity, of 
moral and physical strength and power, 
of speed and thoroughness, of perfect 
functioriing—all new and fresh and 
strong—is placed in your hands for de- 
livery; placed on the highway of life 
for a trip—a marvelous trip; not just 
fifty miles, but usually for a lifetime. 
How will you keep this trust? Will you 
keep it clean? Will you drive straight 
and rrudently? Would you for a mo- 
ment do anything with your body that 
would soil it or mar its efficiency — any- 
thing that would make you ashamed 
when you returned it to the Owner?

We have no definite note of what was 
done on Wednesday. The Lord probably 
spent the day quietly with His friends in 
Bethany. Note on chart. Meanwhile 
Judas was busy — doing what? (Luke 22: 
1-6.) 

“Then came the day of unleavened 
bread, when the passover must be killed” 
(v. 7). Long ago when the Jews were 
slaves in Egypt, the Lord made the Egyp- 
tians’ let the Jews go free by killing 
the oldest son in every Egyptian family. 
But the Jewish homes were saved from 
death that night by placing on the out- 
side of the door frame the blood of a 
lamb. For the Lord had promised, “I 
will pass through the land of Egypt this 
night, and will smite all the firstborn in 
the land of Egypt. . . . And the blood 
shall be to you for a token upon the 
houses where ye are: and when I see 
the blood, I will pass over you, and the 
plague shall not be upon you to destroy 
you, when I smite the land of Egypt” 
(Exod. 12:12, 13). Ready to leave any 
moment that news came that fhey were 
free, the Jews roasted the lamb and ate 
it for supper. Finally the glad news 
came, and off the people started. There 
was no time to set bread dough to rise, 
so the mothers took it as it was, without 
leaven or yeast. Afterward, every year, 
the people celebrated the Passover ac- 
cording to God’s command; everyone 
who could came to Jerusalem. A lamb 
was killed in the Temple, roasted over 
an open fire, and eaten with unleavened 
bread at the house. 

The Passover lamb not only pointed 
back to the lamb slain so long before, 
whose blood had protected from death 
the people who believed God’s promise, 
but it pointed forward to the Lamb of 
God, the Lord Jesus Christ, who was to 
give His life to save from death those 
who believed in Him. 

Thursday, the day of the Passover, 
came. The Lord knew that this would 
be the last time with His disciples. How 
did He make arrangements as to where 
they were to meet? (Vs. 7-13.) Women 
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usually carrie the water jars on their 
heads; therefore, a man doing such work 
would be unusual, 

The Lord’s death fulfilled the mean- 
ing of the old Passover feast with its 
sacrificial lamb. “Christ our passover is 
sacrificed for us,” wrote Paul (1 Cor. 
5:7). So at the Last Supper the Lord 
started a new supper which we call the 
Lord’s Supper. Each of the two foods 
has a meaning. Let us read Luke’s rec- 
ord (vs. 19, 20). In Paul’s record we 
also find to what this memory Supper 
points forward (1 Cor. 11:26; Memory 
Verse). 

Does everyone eat the Lord’s Supper? 
Why not? It is only for the person who 
accepts the Lord’s blood as being shed 
or given for him. Was it for you? Some 
churches do not allow people to partake 
unless they are church members. (Ex- 
plain the usage in your church.) 

Would you not think that at such a 
time as the Last Supper the disciples 
would have been reverent and full of 
love for the Saviour who was giving 
His life for them? But we find them 
quarreling about who was the most im- 
portant—who should sit nearest Him 
at the table, perhaps; who should have 
the most important place in His King-

HIS lesson takes up one of the serv- 

ices about which little children ask 
the most questions, the Lord’s Supper. 
If a child is present, he always wants 
to have a part in the service, and is 
generally hushed or reprimanded, and no 
explanation given. The answer to my 
childish questions was that when I grew 
up I could have the bread and wine. 

So in this lesson you have a great 
opportunity to tell the children all they 
can understand about the Lord’s Supper. 
Don’t miss it. 

Start with the Passover. A long time 
before this time, when Moses was alive, 
the Children of Israel were slaves in 
Egypt, and God called Moses to* lead 
them out of Egypt. The night before 
they left, the death angel killed the 
oldest child in every house in Egypt 
except where the lamb had been killed, 
and blood sprinkled on the doorposts and 
above the door, and so it was called the 
“Passover” night, because the angel was 
to “pass over” the  blood-sprinkled 
homes. That same night the Israelites 
were to have a dinner. The slain lamb 
was to be roasted and eaten with un- 
leavened bread and bitter herbs. And 
every year they were to keep the Pass- 
over, and even up to the time of our 
lesson, the Jews were celebrating it 
every year. 

We have celebrated Lincoln’s birth- 
day, and then Washington’s birthday. 
Then after a few months we will cele- 
brate Independence Day, and _ then 
Christmas. All these days are to keep 
us remembering somebody or some 
event. So keeping the Passover was re- 
membering the slain lamb and the shed 
blood, which were pictures of their Sav- 
iour who was to come. 

The Lord Jesus and His disciples kept 
the Passover in a room borrowed from 
a man whose name we do not know, but 
who loaned his large upper room to the 
Lord Jesus. Here the Passover Supper 
was prepared and they ate it together. 

Then the Lord Jesus took bread and 
broke it, and gave it to them and said, 
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“This is my body which is given for you: 
this do in remembrance of me.” Then 
He took the cup, and passed it to them, 
saying, “This cup is the new testament 
in my blood, which is shed for you.” 
He had just told them He was going 
to die and would not be with them. And 
this Lord’s Supper He gave for a remem- 
brance until He comes back again. So 
in our churches today we keep this serv- 
ice to remind us of Christ’s death for 
us —how His body was broken and His 
blood shed for us. 

But this Supper was not for every- 
body, and it is not today. It is for those 
who have been born again, those who 
have accepted the Lord Jesus Christ and 
His sacrifice. They have something to 
remember. The unsaved person has not. 

The first thing for the child to do is 
to accept the Lord Jesus Christ as Sav- 
iour. Then, in due time, according to 
the rules of each church, he may be al- 
lowed to partake of the Lord’s Supper. 

Either a plate of crackers which re- 
semble unleavened bread, and a cup, or a 
picture of the bread and the cup should 
be used for illustration.

6¢Z-\AN I hold out, and keep going for 
God?” asked one of the young 
people. , 

“No, you cannot, — not alone,” we told 
her. “But you can do all things through 
Christ who strengthens you. He can 
carry you through to victory.” 

Why did Christ institute the Lord’s 
Supper? He gave this feast in order that 
His disciples might have a concrete 
means of showing “the Lord’s death till 
he come.” His death brought us salva- 
tion and victory,—a salvation that for- 
gives sin and gives us a right to enter 
God’s eternal presence, and a present 
victory that keeps us true to Him. That 
is why we should “shew the Lord’s death 
till he come.” 

In previous lessons we have spoken 
of the training given the disciples to pre- 
pare them to witness to others about 
the Saviour. Training provided through 
this incident was personal. Christ “de- 
sired to eat this passover” with them so 
that He might tell them again that He 
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was giving His life for them, and would 
soon give His Spirit to live within them. 
Previously He had been preparing them 
with an experience to share with others. 
At this time He gave them an inner 
experience to keep as their own. 

His last thoughts all were for these 
friends and those who would become His 
own through the testimony of these dis- 
ciples (John 17:20). 

Read the lesson text to find His 
thoughts as He partook of His Last Sup- 
per. 

1. He desired to eat with friends. The 
Son of God needed the love and com- 
panionship of those who were dear to 
Him. 

2. He was willing to let His body be 
broken and wounded in order that the 
wounds and hurts of those He loved 
might be healed (Isa. 53:5). 

3. He was willing to shed His blood 
in order that His loved ones might have 
access to eternal life with Him (John 
10:10, 11, 18). 

4. In spite of the tragedy of the occa- 
sion, He was willing to be betrayed in 
order that He might prove to them His 
love at Calvary (2 Cor. 13:4). 

5. His earthly joy had been found in 
serving people through deeds of mercy 
and loving-kindness (Acts 10:38). 

6. He wanted His disciples to serve 
others gladly and constantly as He had 
done (1 Pet. 2:21). 

7. He even now looks forward to the 
time when those who have taken their 
stand with Him will live and reign with 
Him in a perfect world (1 Pet. 5:10). 


“In REMEMBRANCE OF ME” 


“Every Day with Jesus,” “Sweeter as 
the Years Roll By,” and “Moment by 
Moment” are songs that express the pre- 
ciousness of living daily and hourly for 
the Lord Jesus Christ. This is the cen- 
tral thought of the Golden Text: “This 
do in remembrance of me.” 

“This do.” Christ was here referring 
to the keeping of the Lord’s Supper, but 
as we apply the thought to other things, 
we have a splendid motto to follow every 
day. Each routine duty which you un- 
dertake, each study, each pleasure, each 
conversation — undertake it “in remem- 
brance” of Christ. How would this im- 
pel you to live? What features of your 
present life would you consequently drop 
off? What new services would you add? 

What Scripture is most helpful to you 
when tasks seem difficult, or when temp- 
tations come? How can you be sure of 
the power of Christ to help you to ac- 
complish that which you could not do 
without Him? (Jas. 1:22; John 8:29; Phil. 
4:13; 2 Cor. 12:9; Rom. 8:37.) Let the 
girls add others. 

Read this lesson again in the quiet 
of your study, searching for Christ’s 
thoughts at that time. How were His 
thoughts directed through the ages 
toward you? He remembered you at 


Calvary. You were God’s own choice 
Even at this moment 


(2 Sam, 22: 17-22). 


His thought and His intercessory prayer 
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are for you—and for me! How can we 
help but remember Him and love Him!

N LAST week’s prayer meeting we 
saw that, due to the war in many 
parts of. the world, some missionaries 
had been withdrawn, others had been 
interned, and that even to some lands 
which are still open it is impossible to 


send new missionaries or funds. We saw,- 


also, ‘that this curtailment of effort was 
not wholly evil, but that missionaries 
brought home from such lands as Japan, 
China, Korea, and other Far Eastern 
countries are now being made available 
for needy fields in South America, Cen- 
tral America, and Mexico. Others have 
been enabled to make much needed 
preparation for the greatly increased op- 
portunities which are certain to come 
when the war is over and when hitherto 
difficult fields shall be open wide to the 
Gospel as never before. We saw, too, 
that it is often a healthy thing when 
native Christians are thrown upon their 
own resources and can no longer depend 
upon the help and financing of mission- 
ary societies from the outside. Airplanes 
rise against the wind, and it is the north 
wind that makes the pine tree. Just so, 
this time of testing and difficulty may be 
expected to strengthen those natives in 
many mission lands who have before 
leaned upon outside help. 


Perhaps there is one new: phase of 
world-wide missions that may come out 
of this war period. Yet it is not a new 
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phase, in one sense, but the original, 
New Testament way of evangelizing a 
country. Too long has the Christian 
church been. satisfied to settle down in 
foreign lands and build up great institu- 
tions and missionary centers. The New 


Testament way was to go out by twos, ' 


stopping for a time in a town or village 
until a little group of believers was 
formed, then to go on to another town, 
leaving behind a group of Christians to 
carry on and support their own work, 
and even to evangelize the regions im- 
mediately round about. In many cases 
recently, invading armies and destruc- 
tion from the sky have wiped out estab- 
lished centers and institutions in war 
lands. Perhaps now, with no enduring 
anchorage in one place, the Christian 
church may revert to the New Testa- 
ment way of evangelization. 
Se 

New methods of language study and 
of printing the Scriptures are attracting 
more and more attention. Last week, 
Camp Wycliffe, a summer camp of lin- 
guistics which this year meets at the 
University of Oklahoma, Norman, Okla., 
was mentioned as one of the centers 
where basic language study is made pos- 
sible and which will better fit the mis- 
sionary candidate, regardless of the 
country to which he goes, to take up the 
study of a new language. 

Ernest Gordon, in his Survey of Re- 
ligious Life and Thought in Tue Sunpay 
Scuoot Times of February 21, told of 
the life work of a Christian invalid, Miss 
Mary Leaman, who was born in Shang- 
hai of missionary parents, and who has 
just completed a monumental work of 
transliterating the Bible into phonetic 
Chinese. This reduces to thirty-seven 
symbols the thousands of Chinese char- 
acters, and will make it possible for 
countless Chinese who have been taught 
in China’s schools to read God’s Word 
in their own tongue.

Still another comparatively new phase 
of missionary work is the use of Spanish 
Gospel recordings in South America. 
There are now some fifty-six hundred 
records available in Spanish, Navajo, 
Maya, and Chinese. Some of these rec- 
ords in Chinese are broadcast from 
Ecuador. .New records in Auracanian 
will make it possible to reach one hun- 
dred thousand Chilean Indians in their 
own tongue. Thus both the radio and 
the phonograph are now being used in 
missionary efforts. 

se 


For some years now young American 
missionaries have been working in Mex- 
ico and Central America at the request 
of the governments of these lands trans- 
lating the Bible into hitherto unwritten 
Indian tongues and dialects. Gospels and 
Scripture portions are now being made 
available for the first time in these In- 
dian tongues. Much of this work has 
beep carried on under the sponsorship 
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of the Pioneer Mission Agency of Phila- 
delphia.

In Guatemala the Central American 
Mission conducts a Bible institute made 
up largely of native Indians from the vari- 
ous Guatemalan tribes. Under the most 
primitive living conditions, these Indian 
believers are studying doctrine, homi- 
letics, Bible synthesis, and the like, and 
preparing to go out to evangelize their 
own tribes.

As believers therefore in these days 
of turmoil and strife among the nations, 
we need to realize that the Lord of the 
harvest, who is also the King of kings 
and Lord of lords, has not turned His 
attention for one moment from the fields 
that are white with the harvest. . Once 
again He will cause the wrath of men 
to praise Him. There may be a tem- 
porary withdrawal from one field, but 
it will mean the opening up of another. 
Today, the worship at the shrines of the 
sun goddess may seem to be in the as- 
cendant in Japan, Korea, and in occupied 
China, and the Teutonic gods of war, 
lust, and hatred may be riding rough- 
shod over Europe. But the day is com- 
ing when every knee must bow and 
every tongue must confess that Jesus 
Christ is Lord to the glory of God the 
Father (Rom. 14:11). Meanwhile, the 
evidences are strong that, if the Lord 
tarries, there will be a period at the 
close of this present war when we shall 
see an amazing fruitage of this present 
time of suffering and curtailment, and 
when lands where the Gospel truth is 
now banned will eagerly welcome the 
Good News as never before.

Papoose Creek

T WAS the Botanist at the telephone. 
“Tomorrow morning, nine o’clock, 
Camden,” he said sternly. “Goose Pond, 
Sym’s Place, and Papoose Creek. Pine- 
barren gentian, laurel-leaved smilax, 
and Gymnadeniopsis Integra,” he fin- 
ished learnedly. 

“Hey, I have to work for a living,” I 
protested, but it was too late—he’d 
rung off. 

So it chanced, as so often has hap- 
pened before, that instead of practic- 
ing law that next day, I found miyself 
with three other flower lovers following 
a maze of.-twisting, hidden sand roads 
in the Barrens of South Jersey. 

Chatsworth was our first stop. Once 
it had been named Chemung but when 
the railroad was built it was rechris- 
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tened by the name of the manager of 
that division. 

Beyond Chatsworth was Sym’s Place, 
a collection of three or four deserted 
houses. To the north of it we explored 
a grove of pitch and yellow pine and 
there found great masses of the rare 
Corema or Conrad’s crowberry, named 
after a botanist who discovered it 
nearly a hundred years ago. Then it 
was lost for fifty years to be at last 
rediscovered in the Plains of South Jer- 
sey, of which Sym’s Place is a settle- 
ment. In those woods it grew in great 
masses, looking something like hudsonia 
and with a foliage that resembled lyco- 
podium or ground pine. In late March 
or early April the Corema is covered 
with a ruby mist of tiny blossoms and 
along with Schizaea or curly grass is 
one of the rarities of the Barrens. 

Beyond that deserted settlement we 
wound in and out until we came to a 
brown brook flowing out of a tangle of 
greenthorn, brake, and sweet pepper 
bush. 

“Papoose Creek, the finest water in 
the world,” announced the Botanist. The 
day was hot, and we were all thirsty. 
Three times we filled our thermos bot- 
tles with the softest, clearest, coldest 
water that I ever drank in New Jersey. 
Only the'springs of my native Connect- 
icut can equal that water of Papoose 
Creek. 

“I didn’t bring you fellows here to 
drink the creek dry,” the Botanist 
warned us at last. “Into that bog, and 
help me find the Integra,” and he 
pointed out to us a little, marshy 
meadow in the woods which had been 
flooded so many times that it was re- 
lapsing into a bog. 

We scattered through it, looking for 
the “Integra,” the rare yellow fringe- 
less orchid of the South. In the Bar- 
rens are to be found in fair abundance 
two yellow orchids, the brilliant orange- 
crested orchid, Cristata, and the yellow- 
fringed, Ciliaris, nearly twice as large 
as the crested. Moreover, the Ciliaris 
in structure and size is exactly like the 
white-fringed orchid, the Blephariglottis, 
differing only in color. 

There is still one more yellow orchid, 
the Integra or yellow, fringeless orchid 
from the South. Some botanist had 
once spied one from a car window after 
it had been lost in New Jersey for some 
fifty years. It was this treasure that 
was reported to be found near Papoose 
Creek for which the Botanist was 
searching. 

The bog was full of pussytoes, soft 
globes of brown fur at the end of long 
stalks, and pipewort, long angled stems 
with chalky white caps. It was the 
Banker who first found the fringeless 
orchid, a trim, solid cone of buttercup 
yellow not so bright as her two more 
brilliant. sisters, yet the smooth-edged 
blossoms had a dainty beauty which 
seemed to me to be more appealing.

We still hunted through the bog and 
found that goldenrod, the stricta, whose 
leaves are glued close to the stems, and 
the cross-leaved milkwort, cruciata. 

Suddenly we heard an agonized shout 
from the Botanist and hurried to where 
he was standing, thirfking that he might 
have been bitten by a rattlesnake, some 
of which are still to be found in the 
Barrens. We found him safe, and star- 
ing down at the most beautiful flower 
of all those to be found in the Barrens. 
Gleaming like a blue star from the long 
green grass were half a dozen pine- 
barren gentian, porphyrium. The flower- 
cup had five long, narrow petals and in 
between them were five short-fringed 
ones, and the ten were all joined to- 
gether to make a crenelated corolla of 
the darkest, most vivid blue imaginable. 

“To think,” said the Botanist at last, 
“I might have died without seeing that 
flower again.” 

We encouraged him to keep on living, 
and assured him that if he behaved him- 
self and kept good company like our- 
selves the chances were that he might 
see the porphyrium again and again 
and again. 

There were other beautiful blossoms 
that made the bog a mosaic of different 
colored flowers, the purple gerardia, the 
long lilac wands of the hairy button 
snakeroot, Liatris, and everywhere the 
burnt-orange of the orange polygola, 
lutea. 

All too soon we had to leave, for the 
day was waning fast. We highly re- 
solved, however, that come dark, come 
night, we would glimpse another one of 
the most vivid flowers of fall before we 
left the Barrens. 

Time and space fail me to tell how 
on the road to said flower we left our 
car and made our way by an intermin- 
able wood road to Goose Pond, where 
grew a sedge so rare that I don’t even 
know its name, and also a pink bladder- 
wort, likewise highly regarded in botan- 
ical circles. 

At long last, after many times nearly 
stalling our car in the deep sand, we 
found ourselves in the tiny settlement 
of Retreat and had hardly passed by its 
half dozen houses, when the youngest 
of our party, a mere child of forty odd, 
who knew the Barrens like his own 
back yard, stopped the car. Following 
his pointing finger we saw glowing 
among the brakes and the sensitive ferns 
by the roadside the burning crimson of 
that magnificent lobelia, the cardinal 
flower, which Thoreau claimed had the 
most vivid color in all nature. Right 
above the glowing flowers grew spires 
of that tallest of all the goldenrod, the 
altissima, making a canopy of gold for 
the regal flowers. As we started home- 
ward in the September afterglow our 
last memory of the Barrens was the 
gleam of those flaming wands among 
the ferns.

He has led me to see in His Word that 
He means the unit for salvation to be 
the family. He is “not willing that any 
should perish” (2 Pet. 3:9). When we 
pray for a soul we know we are praying 
in His will. Prayer registered in 
Heaven is prayer dealt with—the an- 
swer shall come in His time (1 John 5: 
14, 15). Souls are held captive by Satan, 
but praise God, Satan is a defeated foe 
(Heb. 2:14). As we really trust God’s 
method and time, He will break the 
bonds which hold enslaved a much- 
prayed-for soul, and that soul, set free, 
will “call upon the name of the Lord” 
and be saved (Rom. 10:13). “Yea, be- 
fore the day was I am he; and there is 
none that can deliver out of my hand: 
I will work, and who shall let it?” (Isa. 
43:13) has been of untold blessing to 
me. My lad is in His hands, in His 
workshop, the object of believing 
prayer.

As one says, 
“The thing is as good as done since He 
has taken it in hand.” 

I refuse to look at the waves. Yes, 
thousands of miles of literal waves sep- 
arate my firstborn from me. His work 
for his country is of the most dangerous 
type, but by His enabling grace, I shall 
keep looking at God’s faithfulness, not 
at my own faith. I will look at His 
miracle-working power, not on circum- 
stances. The deepest of furrows have 
been made in my own soul as I’ve come 
to say, “My child’s soul—at any cost.” 
And if I glorify my Father, all attitudes 
must square up with the facts of faith. 
There is no place, even in the home 
life, to let down or yield an inch. We 
are to trust before man (Psa. 31:19). 
And we can even trust our Father to 
keep us trusting. 

And now it is time for the younger, 
who is still “my baby,” to serve his 
country. For the wealth of earth, his 
parents would not exchange the fact 
that he has chosen their God. We know 
the life plan of each redeemed soul is 
in the mind of God (Eph. 2:10). “He 
knoweth thy walking through this great 
wilderness” (Deut. 2:7) was spoken of 
Moses, but this war has not taken our 
God by surprise, and He knoweth the 
walking through this wilderness of war 
for each child of His. And surely each 
one who is truly seeking His guidance 
and His will, and to be used of Him 
during the years ahead, is inviolable 
until His work is done. How precious 
that “the steps of a good man are or- 
dered by the Lord” (Psa. 37:23). And 
“safety is of the Lord” (Prov. 21:31). 
How blessed the fact that “with favour 
wilt thou compass him as with a shield” 
(Psa. 5:12). 

Yes, it is right that our boys give their 
lives for their country, if need be; but 
dear mothers of 1942, our King wants 
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our lives as never before. Be of good 
courage! Let faith’s uplook never cease, 
and the cruel outlook today shall not 
break our spirits. As never before, let 
us intercede for the boys of praying 
mothers, and for one another. We'll not 
fail Him now. He cannot and He will 
not fail us. “He abideth faithful.”

Atkinson, the author quotes the testi- 
mony of one hundred representative 
men as to the importance of this edu- 
cational institution. A former gover- 
nor is quoted as saying that the Sunday 
school is among the most indispensable 
institutions, which would suggest that 
he regarded it at least of equal impor- 
tance to the church. A mayor in one of 
our large cities declares that the Sun- 
day school is not dependent upon the 
church but rather that the church in 
many instances owes its organization 
and its permanence to the Sunday 
school. A third outstanding American 
says, “If the activities of the Sunday 
school should be suddenly and finally 
terminated, I doubt if the churches 
themselves would survive for a genera- 
tion.” It is further stated on good 
authority that for every dollar the 
church puts into the Sunday school, the 
Sunday school gives thirteen dollars to 
the church. 





How can one hold Sunday school pupils over 
for the church service? Does the “family pew” 
have any bearing upon this?—H. S. 

E FEAR that the “family pew” has 

gone the way of the family altar. 
Both are indispensable for the preser- 
vation of the home, but the Sunday 
school enrollment today is made up of 
many children whose parents do not 
attend church. One thing is sure, the 
more adults we can get into the Sun- 
day. school, the more children we can 
get into the church. Sunday schools 
that have adult classes are quite likely 
to have parents whose children will 
accompany them to the church service. 
In addition to this, serious consideration 
ought to be given either to the joint 
service where the church worship is a 
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continuation of the Sunday school ses- 
sion, or the Junior Church in which the 
Junior and Intermediate Departments 
meet in a separate room for worship 
during the regular morning service. Both 
of these plans are discussed in chapter 
sixteen of “The Sunday School in Ac- 
tion.” 





4“ How can I hold the interest and attention of 
a group that want to discuss school activities 
during the Sunday school lesson period?—E. A. 

HIS is a teacher’s problem, and 

trained teachers will be able to make 
the lesson so interesting that all outside 
matters will become subordinate. How- 
ever, it is not well to discourage outside 
interests as these may be a very impor- 
tant factor in bringing the group to- 
gether on Sunday. In organized classes 
one evening a month will give ample 
opportunity for consideration of all out- 
side activities which are of mutual in- 
terest and hold the class in the Sunday 
school. 





What can be done for a class that is handi- 
capped because of crowded conditions and in- 
terference with other classes?—M. O. 

HE Northwestern Gospel Church of 

Detroit has an excellent system of 
segregating their classes by means of 
movable partitions. These are quickly 
put into place for separating one class 
from another, and removed as readily 
for the opening and closing exercises. 
When the growth of the Sunday school 
will no longer allow fourteen square 
feet for each pupil, serious consideration 
should be given to the platoon plan in 
which every department uses the same 
rooms and equipment at different hours 
of the day. Details of this plan are 
found in the chapter on “Housing” in 
“The Sunday School in Action.” 





What shall I do about pupils that never study 
their lessons?—A. O. 

HE first thing is to see that they have 

a manual which is adapted to their 

age and knowledge.

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terrible conviction and couldn’t go to sleep, 
but when he prayed he couldn’t get any- 
where. So he got up at one in the morn- 
ing, walked down to church, and there at 
the altar alone he settled it forever. But 
that’s not all— so many ungodly, even skep- 
tical, students have been marvelously saved.

My Voyage on the Blood Line. By 
Helen A. Maxfield. (Zondervan Pub- 
lishing House, Grand Rapids, Mich., 
$1.50.) In many churches and Sunday 
schools, as well as other educational 
circles, there are teachers who studi- 
ously refrain from mention of the power 
or meaning of the blood of Christ, es- 
pecially in work with children. But 
here is a whole ten day Daily Vacation 
Bible School course on that great theme. 
The children take a journey via the 
steamship company called “The Blood 
Line.” Each child is given a ticket for 
the trip. There are “deck services” (de- 
votional), and a continued missionary 
story. At each port an “excursion” is 
arranged, where children make a visit 
in the form of a Bible story to each 
great landmark in the theme of redemp- 
tion.

dren and young people, such as a reg- 
ular ship’s program, writing room, sou- 
venir shop, jewel room where valuables 
are kept.

Reason or Revelation. By Th. Eng- 
lander. (Concordia Publishing House, St. 
Louis, $1.) This is a closely reasoned 
and erudite book, the work of one versed 
in both German and American theology; 
also of one who stands loyal to the 
Scriptures at all points. Among other 
things he makes clear the repetitiousness 
of rationalism through the centuries. In 
all its essential features what is known 
as Modernism today is identical with 
eighteenth century rationalism. Indeed, 
only one who was ignorant of the history 
of thought could claim for it the status 
of the modern mind. To illustrate: 

Those who say the Bible contains the 
Word of God, and not is the Word of 
God, simply repeat the phrases of Sem- 
ler, the father of early German rational- 
ism, “It is inconceivable how thoughtful 
Christians confound the sacred scrip- 
tures of the Jews and the Word of God, 
which is here and there contained and 
enveloped therein.” 

Revelation is replaced by “search.” 
Gaius Atkins speaks of Paul’s writings 
as belonging to the literature of “quest.” 
“He was a creative seeker.” Yet Paul con- 
stantly denies this, attributing all his 
wisdom to revelation from the Lord. 
Rationalist Lessing antedated rationalist 
Atkins by two centuries when he said: 
“If God held in His right hand all truth 
and in His left the ever active impulse 
to search for truth, I would bow before 
the left hand and say, Father, give me 
this.” 

Rationalist Paulus said that the 5,000 
were fed because those who were pro- 
vided with food were constrained by the 
example of Christ and His disciples to 
share their store with the destitute. The 
rationalist dean of Christ Church Cathe- 
dral, St. Louis, gave the same explana- 
tion: “Those who had bread shared it 
with others. There was no miracle.” 

Ancient Henke invented the word bib- 
liolatry. Present-day Wendell writes, 
“Bibliolatry is perhaps the finest and most 
exalted form of idolatry, but idolatry it 
is nevertheless.” 

Rationalist Paulus, when dying, said, 
“I stand justified before God because I 
wished to do right.” This echoed the 


words of heathen Cornelius Fronto of 
Rome (dead A. D. 170), “When death 
comes I will freely open my conscience 
and testify that I have never in my life 
done anything to be ashamed of. I need 
rot reproach myself on the score of any

Lesson for May 24 


“What a man needs is not regeneration 
in the old sense, or a change of heart, 
but simply an awakening to what he 
really is.” “What shall I do to gain 
eternal life?” says a Federal Council 
Lenten Meditation. “Discharge aright 
the simple dues with which each day is 
rife.” A Lenten meditation ! 

Kant said that “prayer is a mild form 
of insanity.” That is the general opinion 
of Modernists, if by prayer we mean 
prayer that expects specific answers. 
How different the words of Luther, 
whose prayer and testimony split Eu- 
rope open and brought in a new epoch! 
(Kant, on the other hand, spent his time, 
not in prayer but in outlining a scheme 
for universal peace which, in view of 
current events, may be fairly called a 
product of a mildly insane sentimental- 
ism.) Luther called Christians “mighty 
warriors” when they were mighty in 
prayer. 

“Each single Christian accomplishes 
(by prayer) such great things that he 
can rule the whole world in divine mat- 
ters, help all men, and perform the 
greatest works that were ever done on 
earth. God sustains the world for the 
Christians’ sake. If there were no Chris- 
tians on earth, no city or nation would 
have peace; yea, in one day Satan would 
destroy everything on earth. That grain 
still is growing on the farms and that 
people enjoy health, peace, and pros- 
perity, they owe to the Christians. We 
are, indeed, poor beggars, says St. Paul 
‘yet making many rich.’ What the world 
has and can do, it has as a loan from 
these beggars.” 

How true this is appears where Chris- 
tianity is crushed out by Mohammedan- 
ism or Romanism, or at periods when it 
is weakened and narcotized by Modern- 
ism. It will be more completely proved 
when the Church is taken from earth. 


The Word Made Flesh. By J. C. Ma- 
caulay. (Wm. B. Eerdmans Publishing 
Co., Grand Rapids, Mich., $1.) As a boy 
Mr. Macaulay had a fondness for con- 
densed milk, a staple in his mother’s 
pantry. Now as busy pastor of Wheaton 
College Church, he endeavors to feed his 
youthful congregation with doctrinal 
meat as well as the sincere milk of the 
Word. These thirty-one studies from 
the first half “of John’s Gospel bring a 
definite appeal, therefore, to both mind 
and heart. They are also prophetically 
interpretive. For example, in the Les- 
son on “A Stormy Crossing,” from John 
six, the writer precedes his tender 
every-day application with the thought 
that the sea represents a world of rest- 
lessness and confusion and that into this 
sea God sends His Church. Then though 
the waters whip up in fury and the boat- 
men are “tormented in rowing,” the end 
is not shipwreck but —His appearing! 

Treasure bits of poetry and quick 
dashes of illustration find frequent use, 
while each message begins with a unique 
outline of its c-ntent. The foreword is 
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written by Wendell P. Loveless, at whose 
insistence these brief Sunday sermons 
are published.
